It is a week to-day since President 
Wilson despatched his second Note to 
Berlin, but the German reply is still de- 
layed. Meanwhile Mr. Wilson has sent a 
Note to Vienna which is likely to exert a 
profound influence upon the development 
of the political situation in Central 
The Austrian Government asso- 
ciated itself with the German Government 
in the peace overture.

The continuing successes of the Allied 
Armies in France and Belgium are still 
supplying the most powerful arguments 
for Germany's capitulation, Every autumn 
until this year the German General Staff 
has planned and successfully accomplished 
some dramatic cowp which enabled it to 
end the year’s campaigning with a flourish 
of trumpets and dangle victory before the 
eyes of the German people. To-day for 
the first time there are no victories to 
brighten the winter. The fact of defeat 
and the prospect of disaster which the 
Allied Armies have presented to the enemy 
have realised the full political effect of 
that slow process of economic attrition 
which the British Navy has steadily 
asserted. The breaking of Germany s home 
front depends on the maintenance of mili- 
tary supremacy. The signs of a certain 
stiffening of German opinion during the 
past few. days are possibly due to the 
belief that the German Armies in France 
and Belgium can be extricated without 
disaster. That remains to be seen. The 
clearance of Flanders and the development 
of the flanking pressure on the Belgian 
railways proceeds apace. The Allies are 
close to Ghent, Tournai, and Valenciennes, 
and the prospects of a German stand on 
the line of the Scheldt are poor.

It is on 
that basis that the Austrian Government 
proposes to negotiate. Mr. Wilson now 
reminds it that events have made such a 
basis out of date. The American Govern- 
ment, in common with the Allied Govern- 
ments, has recognised the Czecho-Slovak 
National Council as a de facto belligerent 
Government. Not yet in this formal 
manner, but in a similar sense, the Allies 
and the American Government have recog- 
nised the claims of the Southern Slavs. In 
these circumstances Mr. Wilson informs 
the Austrian Government that he is no 
longer at liberty to accept a mere 
“autonomy” of these people as a basis 
of peace. He is obliged to insist that they 
shall themselves be the judges of what 
action on the part of the Austrian Govern- 
ment will satisfy their aspirations and 
the conception of their rights as members 
of the League of Nations, which must, of 
course, establish the sanction behind any 
territorial re-settlement of Central and 
Eastern Europe. Both the Czecho-Slovaks 
and the Southern Slavs have already made 
it clear that they will not accept the 
spurious “federalisation ” of Austria- 
Hungary proposed in the Emperor Karl’s 
manifesto. 

The attitude of the Austrian Govern- 
ment towards Mr. Wilson’s declaration 
with regard to its subject peoples is a 
matter of relatively small importance. 
Already as a political entity the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire has virtually ceased to 
exist. The whole fabric of the State 
threatens to explode. The break-up, as 
well as the break-down, of Austria is 
already almost an accomplished: fact. 
What is of far more importance than the 
attitude of the Austrian Government is 
the attitude of the subject peoples. By 
these peoples, already organising them- 
selves into belligerent units, Mr. Wilson s 
declaration. will be accepted as a charter 
of political freedom. It will give an enor- 
mous impetus to the disruptive tendencies 
in Austria-Hungary. Its political import- 
ance from this point of view is immensely 
enhanced by the fact that the Allied Army 
in the Balkans, completing the clearance 
of Serbia, Albania, and Montenegro, is 
rapidly approaching the line of the Danube 
and the frontier of Bosnia beyond which 
lie the unredeemed South Slav lands. A 
new campaign on its southern and eastern 
front, in the presence of these political 
conditions, would shatter the fabric of the 
Austrian State beyond hope. Count Tisza, 
the chief power in Austria-Hungary, has 
frankly admitted that “we have lost the 
war. Austria-Hungary has no single in- 
ducement to continue the war, and every 
conceivable inducement to end it at the 
earliest possible moment and save what 
may still be saved out of the wreck of the 
Ha Em It is rted, and

Berlin. There is the clearest evidence that 
the Brest surrender, with the preliminary 
break-down and the “no more war”’ pro- 
clamation, was a deliberately pre-arranged 
affair. One of the most interesting doen- 
ments in the collection is the circular 
dated June 9th, 1914, instructing “ all in- 
dustrial concerns”’ in Germany .to open 
the sealed envelopes containing their 
‘industrial mobilisation plans.’’- It con- 
firms the other evidence that has ‘come fo 
light that Germany was secretly preparing 
for war, and that the tragedy at Serajevo 
was merely an excuse for commencing 
hostilities. Yet the German Government 


persists in the lie that the war was forced ! 


upon it, and that it is fighting in self- 
defence. There is abundant, proof that the 
Bolsheviks were extensively employed in 
the German secret service, and that Ger- 
many enjoyed complete liberty of action 
in Russia, even when the treaty of alliance 
with Great Britain and France was still 
supposed to be in force. For instance, the 
German General Staff was supplied with 
full information about the munitions at 
Vladivostok, and was allowed to carry a 
submarine over the Siberian Railway to 
the Pacific coast. It is .perfectly evident 
that it was never possible for the Allies 
to establish amicable relations with the 
Bolsheviks, and that the expeditions now 
in Russia were fully justified. 


China and Opium. 


From a trustworthy source we “learn 
that steps have been taken to revive the 
opium trade in China in circumstances 
that are by no means creditable to the 
Government of that country. It appears 
that a number of highly-placed officials 
have formed a syndicate to handle the 
drug under the guise of an anti-opium 
society. They have arranged that the 
Chinese Government shall purchase the 
remaining stocks of Indian opium for a 
sum of about £3,500,000 and sell it to the 
syndicate at a profit of £400 per chest. 
The sale by the syndicate to the public 
will, it is stated, be at a price that will 
yield enormous profits. This news will 
come as a great disappointment to those 
philanthropists who strove so hard for the 
suppression of the opium evil. In 1893 the 
Government appointed a Commission to 
make investigations in the United King- 
dom and in the Indian Dominions ints 
“the economical, commercial, and social 
aspects of the sale of opium to the 
Chinese.” Negotiations were opened with 
the Chinese Government on the subject, 
and, as a result, an edict was issued in 
1906 ordering the abolition of the use of 
opium in China within a period of ten 
years. That edict, however, had not the 
desired effect, and the question was again 
discussed between the two Governments in 
1911, when an agreement was signed at 
Shanghai providing that “China shall de- 
creasé the amount of opium production in 
proportion to the decrease of the annual 
importation of Indian opium until the 
total prohibition of opium shall have been 
enforced by 1917.” It would be deplor-

The Belgians are able to announce that the 
whole of their coastline has been cleared of 
the Germans, right up to the Dutch frontier. 
Such was the general situation along the 
Western front, from Le Cateau to the sea, this 
morning—the Germans almost everywhere in re- 
tirement, and standing to fight only at such 
places as the pressure of our pursuit might 
easily transform into points of great menace to 
their retreat. Where they are holding they are 
holding stubbornly. Any idea of a straggling, 
receding line is quite incorrect. On wide sectora 
there has been but little appreciable movement 
for some days past. These are the sectors ef 
the principal fighting.

THE SITUATION ON 
FLANDERS FRONT. 
Sunday’s Echo de Paris thus sums up the 
citnation on the Flanders front:—Ghent 1s on 
the point of falling. The British are sone 
the Scheldt, and are at an aver distance o 
eight to ten kilometres from Tournai.: The 
ournal does not think that the Germans will 
able to hold the line of the Scheldt. It be- 
lieves that they will have to evacuate Antwerp. 
. Valenciennes, from which the British are dis- 
tant seven to eight kilometres, will, it says, 
fall in two or three days, and thus the road, 

to Maubeuge will soon be opened- 

According to an Amsterdam messege of 
Saturday’s date, an Antwerp citizen told the 
Roosendaal correspondent of the Telegraaf that 
it was no longer believed at Roosendaal that 
the Germans would make a stand at Antwerp, 
but that they were retiring on the Namur- 
Lidge. Masses of maternal were also arriving. 
at Antwerp, and proceeding thence towards 
Léige. Masses of material were also arriving.

Sluis on the Belge-Dutch frontier, west of Mal- 
degem, and Ursel, near Poekl, and Marckeghem. 

North-east of Kortrik he partly pressed for- 
ward over the Lys. 

South of Kortrik he has reached the Kortrik.- 
Tournai road, and has followed on both sides 
of Dewai as far as east of the line Orchies- 
Marchiennes. 

On the battle-front between Le Cateau and 
the Oise there was a lull in the fighting yester- 
day. 

At our new lines on the Sambre-Oise Canal, 
and on the Oise we are in fighting contact with 
the enemy. 

The Serre and Souche sector was throughout 
the day the objective of strong enemy attacks. 
The enemy, who advanced to the attack north- 
east of La Fére, on the northern bank of the 
Serre, -was repulsed as the result of our fire, 
and in hand-to-hand fighting. Similarly, attacks 
launched with strong forces south of C 
failed as the result of the counter-thrust of 
Saxen battalions. ) 

On the Laon-Marle read, the enemy gained 
a foothold in small portions of our position. 

On both sides of the Souche lowland he was 
repulsed after violent fighting. 

Also on the northern bank of the Aisne, the 
enemy attacked after strong artillery activity, 
and drove back somewhat our advanced 
north-east. of St. Germaimont. 

Between the Alsne front and Olizy the fight- 
ing activity of the enemy is increasing on both 
sides of Vouzieres. He established himself on

MR. HENDERSON AND THE IRISH 
SITUATION. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, M.P., was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a conference of the North- 
Eastern Federation of the Labour Party in 
Newcastle, on Saturday. The conference was 
for the purpose of dealing with the aims and 
objects and the programme of the party, in 
view of the possibility of a General Election. 

Mr. Henderson, referring to the work af the 
party, said that there was a vast amount of per- 
fecting to be done with regard to political 
organisations, and if Labour was to secure and 
maintain its proper position in the councils of 
thee nation, its strength and its influence must 
be based on an intelligent conviction of a 
politically conscious democracy. Labour had far 
too long being paving the penalty of its own 
modest, self-imposed limitations. The world-war 
had produced a sieadily-deepering conviction that 
a fundamental reconstruction of society was 
absolutely essential. He pleaded for a Ministry 
of Health in dealing with slum and allied condi- 


tions. 
THE IRISH CASE. 

Referring to Irelaud, he described the position 
as grave and menacing. They had heard from 
lreland ihis week that the 
to Home Rule. and especially conscription, 
was heading straight for a dangerous, and pos- 
sibly disastrous, explosion. Ireland was now a 
virtually occupied country, and Labour de- 
manded the adoption of such a conciliatory policy 
as would result in its liberation. Labour de- 
ananded, as a first step, especially in view of 
the improved military position, that the Govern- 
ment should declare that no attempt should be 
made to impose conscription. It would be op- 
posed with a strength and bitterness. possibly 
unparalleled in the long history of the coun- 
try. Was it too much to hope that the Govern- 
ment would reconsider the position, and take 
immediate steps to confer upon Ireland that io 
which she was entitled, namely, the right of self- 
government? If the Government could not do 
this, would they undertake publicly to offer to 
leave the entire settlement of the question (o 
tha coming Peace Conference ? 

LABOUR AND PEACE. 

Dealing with what Labour described as the 
policy of pacific internationalism, Mr. Henderson 
said that when Labour defined its own war aims 
many months ago, they made it clear that they 
st for a real world peace. In the situatioa 
created by the German peace offer, Labour had 
raised itself solidly behind President

CZECHO-SLOVAK COUNCIL 


RECOGNISED BY THE ENTENTE. 


A Beuters Washington telegram, dated Fri- 
day, states that the COzecho-Slovak National 
Council has issued a formal declaration of inde- 
pendence. The Czecho-Slovak. National docu- 
ments renouncing the Hapsburgs have been 
issued in Paris, and a copy bi been handed to 
President Wilson here. 

The Petit Parisien (Paris) states that the Crech 
National Council, sitting in Paris and London, 
has been officially recognised by the Entente as 
a Ministry. Dr. Benes takes the title of 
Minister for Foreign Affairs and Professor 
Masaryk, of Finance Minister. 

A Vienna telegram states that the Parliamen- 
tary Committee of the South Slav Club has ~e- 
solved to submit the following motion.to Tues- 
day’s plenary meeting ‘of the club :—' The Em- 
peror’s manifesto with regard to the federali- 
sation of Austria cannot alter the attitude of 
the South Slav Club, which immovably adheres 
to the union of all Slavs, Croats, and Serbs in a 
sovereign State.” 

The South Slav National Council, composed of 
eighty-five members, formed at Agram, includes 


representatives of Croatia, Slavonia, Dalmatia, 


Istria, and Herzegovina. This Council demands 
an independent South Slav State, and at the 
meeting the Hungarian’ Premier's utterances 
with reference to the South Slav question were 
ironically criticised.

OUTBREAK STILL RAGING. 


The influenza in Dublin and the surrounding 
districts is proving more serious than any of the 
previous outbreaks, as it appears to be of a 
more virulent type., A scuiidareble number of 
patients are under treatment in the different 
hospitals in the city, and several schools have 
been closed. As well as the children who were 
attending the schools, several of the teachers 
have been stricken down. e most frequent 
and the most serious of the complications which 
follow on an attack of influenza is pneumonia, 
and there have been several fatal cases. Sir 
Charles Cameron having intimated to the Com- 
missioners of National Education that it is 
desirable that the primary schools in certain 
districts should be closed for the present, the 
Commissioners have decided to authorise the 
managers of national schools in Dublin and 
the vicinity in all cases where they consider it 
necessary to do so. Additiona] medical assist- 
ance has been requisitioned by the local authori- 
ties in Bray, Kingstown, and Howth. Owing 
to members of the staffs of many commercial 


concerns being affected, a good deal of incon- 


venience has resulted. It has been suggested 


that an inquiry by experts should be held in | 


reference to the cause of the epidemic and the 
best means of combating the outbreak. 

Reports from the country indicate that the 
epidemic is spreading in Tipperary and Bansha 
districts and in Carlow. 

SOUTH AFRICA AND GERMANY. 

Messages from various Continental ports dis- 
close that the epidemic is widespread. In Malta 
Spanish influenza is raging amongst the poorer 
classes, and in Rio de Janeiro all business has 
been suspended for three days. The epidemic 
is reported from Petrograd to be raging all over 
the Ukraine, and there are 70,000 cases in 
Odessa. The number of deaths in Cape Town 
and suburbs is 5,000, 75 per cent. of which are 
coloured people and natives. 

Regulations have been gazetted in Pretoria 
enabling the local authorities to close places of 
amusement and prohibit public meetings. 

Telegrams from all parts of Germany state 
that the epidemic of Spanish influenza is still 
raging. Reports of the closing of schools, etc., 
appear daily in the papers.

FURTHER EXPOSURE. 


SPIES FOR ALLIED 
COUNTRIES. 


In continuation of the exposure of German 
intrigues with the Russian Bolsheviks, published 
on Saturday, a- further series of documents 
has been issued by the American Information 
Department (through thé Press Association), 
with notes by Mr. Sisson, the representative 
of the Information Department at Petrograd. 
The documents include the following :— 

Document 16. (Counter-eepionags at the 
Stavka, January 2let, 1918, No. 215.) “ To the 
Commissariat of Foreign Affaire,—We hereb 
adwise you of the arrival in Mogilev of the fol- 
lowing German officers, who are being ordered 
to England, France, and America :—Zanwald, 
von Weine, Pabst, Mayer, Gruenwaldt, and 
Baron Schilling. They have been — 

ports sent here by Commissary Trotsky. 
Won Weine, with a Danish passport in the 
name of Nansen, a merchant, of Copenhagen, 
is to proceed to England. Baron Schilling 1s 
ordered to the United Statés of Amefica, vith 
a Norwegian passport in the name of Dr. 
Joseph Brun. Greunwaldt has instructions to 
proceed to France, with a Russian passport in 
the name of Ivan Kalnin. The remaining 
persons are to make a journey through Fin- 
land: and Sweden, supplied with papers from 
the Gerrhan Staff, in order to follow up the 
counter-revolutionary work of the countries 
allied to us.—Chief of Counter-espionage, 
Feierabend.”’

POLICEMEN’S EXPERIENCES IN CLARE.

At a special Crimes Act Court in Ennis, Mr. 
G. H. Mercer, R.M., presiding, Michael 
O'Shaughnessy, of O'Callaghan’s Mills, was 
charged with unlawful and riotous assembly at 
Moynoe, Scariff, on Fébruary 20th last.
